Tho laws of tlio United 
States forbid the importation of contract 
labor and annexation simply means tho 
ruination of tho sugar interests of those 
islands."

Vanooc\'kr, Sept. 12.— Ckironer l?itten- 
drigh held an inquest this morning on the 

remains of "Capilano Tom," killed 
by Walter Suusater in a lit of 
drunken craziness yesterday, A verdict 
of murder yiraa returned by the jury after 
ten minutes' deliberation. When tho 
prisoner was asked hia name he said, 

Walter Sangater, Now Hampshire." 
When asked about tho murder, he said he 
remembered nothing. This was hia only plea. 
In a conversation in jail thia morning, where 
the prisoner appeared washed, well dressed 
and in his right mind, he exprossed great 
contrition, " It is all up with mo," he 
said. "There ia no show. Boys, take 
warning from mound leave whiskey alono." 
This brief sentence, if it could roach tho 
heart of tho public, would bo better than a 
' undred temperance lectures, 

Lato last night tlio prisoner be- 
came quiet, and Assistant Jailor 
Clough said to him ; " My boy, do you 
know what you've done "No," answered 
the prisoner. "Killed a man," replied tho 
jailor. Songster burst out crying, and ox- 
claimed, "Oh God 1 sir, don't say 1 did it. 
It can't be so. Oh what will poor mother 
say." 

Bert Flynn, an acquaiDtauco of the 
prisoner, said: "I met lilair and Sangater in 
Victoria looking for work. I was intro- 
duced to Sangster. ]51air and Sangater 
came from New Hampshire, where they 
have been working five years. Sangster's 
mother and sister live in Quebec. Sangster 
had money aud vvua generous with it. Ho 
is 24 years old, hua lots of good clothes and 
was a popular fellow, but rather eccentric. 
Wo came to Vancouver to look for work 

Wo rented a cabin in rear of Dupont 
street. At noon Sangter came back and 
said he could find nothing to do, and after 
dinner ho started drinking. He got wild, 
took down his revolver and anid ho was 
going out. Blair and I tried to take the 
gun away from him, but wo could'nt. In 
about an hour be rushed back to the cabin 
lookini; wild. Blair waa out ; be said 
to me orm yourself they are after us. 
Ho grabbed at tho cartrldgee on a abelf and 
reloaded his gun and orou'ched at the door. 
I said 'for God's sake don't shoot anybody; 
yon might kill Blair coming in, ' He partly 
hid hia revolver, and I slipped by him and 
ran, fearing he'd ehoot me. I thought him 
orasy, and did not know what he'd done. 
He ran from the cabin into a stable, wliere 
tho Chief of folico arrested him,"

Nova Scotlii (irits Connnuuc Together by the 
Kiid .Sea Waves. 

ILvi.ii AX, N.S., Sept. 12.— A groat Lib- 
oral demoaatratioQ was hold at Shuben. 
acadie to-day. Special trains were run 
from Halifax, and the attendance numbered 
several thousands, Speeches were made by 
Hon, A. ti. Jones, ex-minister of militia; 
Promier Fielding, Hon. L. H. Davico, 
leader of the Maritime Liberals ; D. 
C. Fraser, M. P. for Guysboro, and 
Dr. Borden, M. P. for Kings. These 
gentlemen are all excellent stump speak- 
ers. Similar demonstrations are to bo 
held this week and next at Weymoul;h, Bar 
rington, Liverpool and other portions of 
tho western ooanties. Premier Fielding is 
taking an active part In tho Liberal cam- 
paign, and it is understood that ho will be 
a candidate for the House of Commons at 
the next eleotion, and in c\8G of a cliango of 
government he will enter the now cabinet as 
loader of tne Liberals for Nova Scotia. The 
Conservatives will organize a grand demon- 
stration in honor of Sir John Thompson and 
Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper on their visit 
to Nova Scotia.

nenver'g Ueslre, 

Wasiiincton, Sept. 12,— The convention 
called by the Now York board of trade and 
transportation of delegatea from boards of 
trade thronghont the country, oonvened to- 
day, Darwin B. James, president of the 
Now York board of trade, presided. Mr. 
James, in a brief address, outlined tho 
object of the gathering. Among other 
tbinga he said that out of 300 replies receiv- 
ed from boards of trade throughout tho 
country, Denver was tho only ono favoring 
tho continued purchase of silver, but thia 
should not prevent free discussion. 

KeporUil Hiiiussllnc. 
SiiATTLE, Sept. 12. — A report bearing evi- 
dence of authenticity reached the city yea- 
torday totbeeiTeot that Sunday night a boat 
load of 40 contraband Chineso was dia. 
charged at Port Gamble. The craft was a 
small Seattle boat and, according to tlio in- 
formant, one that is known to be engaged 
in smuggling Chinese and opium. The trip 
is said to have been made direct from Vic- 
toria to the point named. 

The KcnHun 'WUi . 
WAsiiiN(iTON, Sept, 12. — A curious fact 
has developed in connection with the arrest 
yesterday in New Vork, at tho request of 
tho Navy department, on tho arrival of tho 
American liner 15erlin, of American sailors 
cliarged with desoition from the United 
States cruiHer Chicago in ICugland. An 
ellDrt was miule to secure the arrest of the 
deserters while they were in England, but 
they asnei tained that while the extradition 
law included desortora from merchant voa- 
Bcls it did not avail in cases of deserters 
from nien of-war, and the Navy department 
was eonipelled to keep the men under sur- 
reptitiourt surveillance, in tho hope that 
they would return to America. 'The in- 
quiry at tho State department into tlio ex- 
tradition laws in conneotioa with deserters 
developed the fact that the feeling over one 
of tho causes for the war of 1812, the seizure 
of American seamen for service in the 
British navy, had served to prevent, until 
this day, u diplomatic arrangement between 
<}rcat Britain and the United States for the 
n:utual apprehension and extradition of 
ailors from the navy of one country, who 
lescrt in the possessions of the otiier 
ountry.

San Fuanoisuu, Sept. 1'2. — Tho S. N. 
Castle arrived this morning from Honolulu 
and as soon as she came to anchor, Deputy- 
Surveyor S. F. Ruddell and Inapector Nor- 
man, acting under tlio collector's inatruo- 
tionn, boarded tho vessel. They Bcarohed 
her for an hour and a half and just aa thoy 
weto about to give up in diepair, two cases 
that worn not on the manifest were fpund.

BATTLE IN BRAZIL. 

Insurgents Try to Make a baiidlnfr, Hut Are 
Kepulsed With Some boss. 

Wasiu.voto.v, Sept. 12— Brazil's naval 
rebels are having a hard timo of it, 
Hemmed in within tho bay of Rio, they fear 
to run tho gauntlet of forts and torpedoes 
at the entrance, if thoy put out to sea, and 
an attempt to land has been repulsed with 
considerable loss of life. The Brazilian 
Minister received o telegram yesterday say- 
ing that tho rebel squadrons had fired upon 
Niolherey, a suburlian town near tho en- 
trance to tho harbor of Rio, The insurgents 
then tried to efTeot a landing of somo of their 
men from small bouts, but they were re- 
pulsed by tho police, reinforced by some 
troops with Krupp guns. Fifty of the 
rebels were killed and 30 more wounded. 
The Government losses in the encounter are 
not reported. The land forces and the gar- 
risons in the forts remain loyal to President 
Peixoto. Bio and Nicthercy have been 
declared in a state of siege for tho last ton 
days, and this condition may be extended 
to any part of Brazil, where it is deemed 
necessary. Tho rebol squadron shows no 
inclination to leave the bay. Tho situation 
is practically unchanged, and the Commer- 
cial Cable's dispatches are still prohibited. 
Tho Brazilian gunboat Bahia has gone, up to 
Paraguay river with orders that in case any 
ships at Mato Grosso join the revolt against 
Peixoto to engage with them. ,

(From Our Own Corrospondont.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 12.— Joseph Pope, for- 
merly private secretary to Sir John Mao- 

douald, during a recent visit to England 
made arrangements with one of tho beat 
known publishing houses for the publioa- 
tion of his forthcoming life of the Old 
Chieftain. As the time for the appearance 
of this work approaches, publio interest in 
it deepens, and it ia expected to be one of 
tho most valuable as well as interesting 
contributions to Canadian history that has 
yet appeared. It ia well-known that 
Sir John bequeathed to Mr. Pope 
all his letters and papers, in 
order that he might bo his biographer, and 
this fact, together with Mr. Pope's long and 
intimate acquaintance with Sir John, and 
undoubted literary ability, give usauranco 
that tho work will bo an important ono. 
Needless to say that in hia long career Sir 
John accumulated a niasa of coi reapondoncn 
and papers which threw a flood of light on 
passages in Canadian history. In fact 
there are autograph letters Irom eminent 
men, both in Europe and America, whieh 
have never _ hitherto been published, but 
will make interesting reading when thoy 
appear in the life of Sir John.

Those Fiery Cxechs. 
Prague, Sept. 12. —The anti-Gorman 
agitation of the yonng Czechs oontinoss un- 
abated. All the leaders are busy fomenting 
a riot, and minor disturbances are snp- 
pressed incessantly by the police and mU- 
itary. To-day thirty^eight Czechs have 
been arrested. 

FlglitlnK In Arrlca. 

Tiiii'OLi, Sept. 12.— Advices from the 
interior announce that Pva.bah, formerly a 
slave of Zobeir, has captured Baehirmi after 
a long siege. The sultan sent 10,000 men 
to dislodge him, and a desperate warfare is 
being carried on by the natives at a dis- 
tance of about thirteen days' roaroh from 
Tripoli.

London, Sept. 12. — At Ueptford to-day 
trade waa decidedly firm, owing to a light 
supply and cooler weather. Some 2,000 
Canadian animala were ollered. The prim- 
est made .'is. Ud. to4g. Id.; second quality, 
o3. 7d. to .'is. Sd. for eight pounds. 

Itlildlne Tor Eiulerant Trade. 

London, Sept. 12. — The American steam- 
ship lino whoso boats began docking at 
Southampton instead of Liverpool some 
months ago, will henceforth book passengers 
from any town in the United Kingdom to 
Southampton, for tho faro charged from 
Liverpool or Quoenstown. This step has 
been taken to meet the steerage competition 
of British steamships which sail from Liver- 
pool. The American lino has been heavily 
handicapped in its effort to secure the 
emigrant trafiic on account of the expense 
of a jouiney to Southampton from Ireland, 
Scotland and tho North of England. The 
reduction of ratea now announced combined 
with the many special advantacos offered to 
steerage passengers by the American line, is 
expected to draw to Sontbampton a large 
portion of the emigrants from Ireland and 
the North of Great Britain, 

Charles De toaeps Free. 

Pahis, Sept. 12 — M, Charles De Lesseps, 

who waa aeutenced to five years' imprison* 
nient for complicity in tho Panama Canal 
scandals, was released from prison to-day. 
The sentence waa act aflido on appeal to the 
Court of Cassation, which decided that the 
prosecution had not lieen inaugurated 
within tho timo set by tho law. Subsecjuent

CiiiCAOo, Sept. 12. — An event of world- 
wide historic interest, ono without previous 
counter])art in tho history of the world, 
took place hero yesterday. It was tho aa- 
aombling of tho parliam.ent of religious, a 
gathering of repreaentativca of all tho great 
beliefs on earth, with the object of showing 
bow important are the things on which alt 
agree and showing how compuralively un- 
important are tho difforcDces of creed. Tho 
result of tho parliament, it ia expected, will 
bo to emphaaizo what is fundiimontul, throw- 
ing into thu bacltground dillercncca merely 
accidental and superlicial. Since the aeries 
of world's congress began, with the opening 
of the World's fair, no auch iniineaae crowds 
gathered at tho ^Memorial Art Inatitiite 
»a aaaembled yesterday morning. Long 
before tho hour for tho exercisca to 
b"giii, ingresa was absolutely impossiblo. 
Not merely since tho beginuing of the 
World's Fair, but never ainco the founda- 
tion of tho world has such a cosmopolitan 
assemblage of the exponents of llie world's 
religiona taken place. Tho Occident, iu 
severely plain garments, touched olbowa, 
not only on the platform, but iu tho great 
audience, with tho brilliantly costumed 
Orient. In picturesque coininiugliug the 
followers of Jehnvah, Christ, Coufuciua, 
Buddha and Mohammed, with the various 
sects thereof, stood ready in turn to give 
without controversy reaaoaa for the f:iith 
that is in them. Learned religioua teauhors 
of China, Japan, India, Turkey, tho islands 
of tho seo, of Catholics, of Protestants, of 
European, and of tho Hebrewa of tho world, 
assumed attitudes of prayer, as the leading 
representative of tho Catholio church pre- 
sent, Cardinal Gibbons, pronounced an in- 
vocation to the Diety. ' Then followed ad- 
dresses of welcome by World's !Faic oSlciala 
and local divines, followed by responses by 
learned pundits and famouB religioua 
scholars from all parts of the world, thus 
practically consuming the entire day. 

The scene was inspiring when the vast 
audience arose and joined in singing "Praise 
God From Whom AH Blessings Flow," and 
later, when Cardinal Gibbons led those of 
all nations and all religions in reciting the 
Lord's Prayer. The regular proceedings of 
the parliament wero opened auapiciously by 
an invocation by Cardinal Gibbons and ad- 
dresses by President C. C. lionney and re- 
ligious lights from various parts of tho 
world. Cardinal (Jibbons, in response to 
the addresses of welcome, said that though 
all did not ngroe on matters of fuith, 
there was ono platform on which all were 
united, that was charity, humanity and 
benevolence. Ho said that he could not im- 
press too strongly on every ono that each 
waa his brother's keeper. That waa tho 
whole theory of humanity. If Christ had 
cried withCain, "Ami my brother's keeper'^" 
we would uiill bo walking in darkucss. 

No speaker on the programmo wua greet- 
ed witli buch applauao as was Puog Quang 
Yu, Secretary of tho Chineao Legation at 
Washington City. In introducing him Mr. 
Bonney spoko of tho treatment that some 
of his countrymen has received in thia 
country, but in spite of this the Emperor 
had sent a delegate in a Christian spirit to 
this congress. Nearly half the people in 
the hall rose and cheered and waved their 
handkerchiefs as the delegate advanced to 
the front of th{9 platform. 

Counts AberstorfT, of Berlin, <iaid that he 
personally believed that Protestant Chris- 
tianity waa the only true religion, but ho 
could enter into the spirit of the cccgrcsa. 

The programmo was concluded by brief 
reaponses by Archbishop Red"'ood, of New 
Zealand, and H. D. Harmabala, of India. 

DISASTA0T7S SIRiIeS. 

For Want of Coal Uany Uanofacturlng In. 
dustrlBB Are Forced to Close. 

London, Sept. 12. — A dispatch from Not- 
tingham announces that six of tho principal 
Itkce and hosiery factories at that place hud 
been cloHed on account of luck of coal. 
Thousands of people are thrown out o[ 
work. There ia alill much excitement in 
South \'orkaliire. Tliouaanda of niiacrB 
surround tho colliery yards, and re- 
inforcements of troops and police 
aro hold in readiness. It is hoped 
thskt tho presence of large forces of 
troops and London police in the disturbed 
districts of England will prevent further 
serious outbreaks. The scarcity of coal is 
becoming more acute. The Great Nortlicrn 
road has laid off fifty more trains, greatly 
iucunvenienolng the travelling public, and 
will soon have to lay ofif more. Ten thou* 
sand miners have resumed work in the 
North Gtaflord district at tho old rate of 
wages. 

BiiirssKi.s, Sept. VI — Tho miners in Bor- 
inage di.str let, JIainaidt, have voted to go 
on a strike immediately uiileaa their wagea 
are raised. Vast numlrors of the people are 
involved.

■ -NONrEESIDBNT PENSIONERS. 

Their Oheqaes Are Not Now Payable Unless 
They Trove Citizenship In the 
Ueinibllc. 

Pensioners of tho United States residing 
in British Columbia have been busily engag- 
ed for some time past in obtaining proofs of 
citizenship in the great Republic, such as 
are now indisponsublo if they wish to con- 
tinue to reccivo the nionthty checks. At 
tho luat oHngreas a law waa enacted provld 
ing that from July 1, 189.'!, no pension 
should bo paid to a non-resident who is not 
a citizen of the United States, except for 
actual disability incurred iu the aervioe, 
There are upwards of a hundred United 
States pensioners residing in this province, 
some thirty of whom live at Victoria or on 
the neighboring islands, and the pensiona 
drawn by these average about $12 per 
month, so that a considersblo amount of 
money is involved, Most of these pension 
era are, in the eyes of the law. United States 
citizons, and they have only to prove their 
citizenship in tho presoribed way to receive 
their monthly ohecks as usual and the ar- 
rears heldbaok pendlngproof.Therearea few, 
however, who were neither born nor natur- 
alized in the United States, or have taken 
out Canadian naturalization papers since 
'coming to reside here, and these must now 
forfeit their pensions or take up their resi- 
dence in the United States. The latter al- 
ternative has been chosen In two instances, 
the pensioners moving from Victoria to Seat- 
tle in one case and to Tacoma in the other. 

The native born citizens of tlio United 
States are the clasa who will have the most 
trouble in eatablishing .their standing, for iu 
tho case of those who have become natural- 
ized the papers on file at the oliico of natur- 
alization furnish ready and satisfactory 
proof, liut when a pensioner fifty or aixty 
years of ago, who was born in the United 
Slates and haa never become naturalized in 
his new place of residence, is n ([uirod to 
prove tho necemary facte, lie has often a very 
serious task. At the time of his birth the 
laws governing regial ration of birtba were 
very defective, and failing such a record it 
ia very dilliculb to obtain testimony except 
from persons who, being directly interested, 
are not admissible aa witnesses. Tho 
soldier is required to file his own allldavit, 
and those of two other poraons conversant 
with the facts, sotting forth tho date and 
place of his birth, 

A circular explanatory of the act, of which 
U.S, Consul Myers has a copy, states that 
in the case of widows and minors the 
citizenship of tho husband or father delur- 
mincs theirs, the citizenship of the husband 
remaining that of tho widow until she haa 
otherwise elected, white the minors cannot 
eleot in the matter. 

There are quite a number of applicants in 
Victoria and'elsewhero in British Ciolumbia, 
under the law of 1890, who have not yet 
been awarded pensions, but appear to bo in 
a fair way of receiving them. It Is stated 
that some of these cannot prove citizenship, 
and when they hear at length from the 
Treasury that their right to a pension has 
been reoognired, it will bo with tho pro- 
viso that before payment citizenship must 
be established in accordance with the more 
reeent enaotment quoted above.

"DANGEROUS NUISANOES." 

Wo SCO by a late number 'of the Ottawa 
Citizen that aurfaco drains cau become "dan- 
gerous Duisaccea." That paper complains 
bitterly of otfensivo smella that exhale from 
the drain gratings at the oornera of the 
streets. The sewage, ia the dry weather, 
aocumulated in the drains, and when the 
roin fell tho " foul omanations " became 
intolerable. The Citizen epeaka of tho 
drains as an " evil " which, "like any other 
dangerous nuisanoe, should receive immedi- 
ate attention." The surface drains of this 
oity, used as sewers, would be precisely such 
dangerous nnisanoes as are the Ottawa 
drains, yet there aro members of the City 
Council so obtuse that they cannot see that 
this must be the consequence of the perver- 
sion which they would permit, even in the 
face of the opinion of the city barristers, 
that it is illegal. 



A SOUND OPINION. 

We are glad to see that the City barria 
tera' opinion with respeot to the legality of 
permitting houao conneotiona with tho sur 
face drains is so clear and so concise that 
even the most ignorant of tho Councillors 
nnot fail to understand it. The mem 
bers of the Council now see that if they per 
mit the surface drains to be nsed as sewers 
they oommit an illegal act — thot they 
violate the law of their own making. Al- 
though the opinion of tho City barristers 
made this as olcar as the sun at noon day, 
Alderman Bragg appeared willing to act in 
direct opposition to the opinion of the oity'd 
law advisers. With the self.Bufficlenoy of 
dense ignorance ho sot up hia opinion 
againat that of Messrs. Eberta tV Taylor, 
and if ho had hia way all the surface draiua 
would be used aa sowers. If he possefiscd 
the slightest foresight ho would sea thot if 
the Council acted upon his pronouncement 
that surface drains are sewers it would 
bring upon itself expensive lawauits, and 
ctuse the citizens' taxca to be waatod in law 
expenses contracted through pure stupidity, 
and in opposition to the adviqe of the city's 
law advisers. 



UNTBAOHABLE. 



There are wme men whom experience 
cannot teach. In this respoot they occupy 
a position lower than tho " fools " of the 
proverb. When Alderman Robertson at 
the meeting of the Council on Monday even- 
ing said that " it was time enough to build 
a contogioua diaeasea liospital when an epi- 
demic came," ho ulioweil that he had for 
gotten the terrible experience of this oity 
during the late smallpox visitation, not very 
much more than a year ago. When the 
epidemic came, Victoria had no contagious 
diueaaes hospital, and tho con8ci|uence was 
that the diaeaae was allowed to get a foot- 
hold in tho city, valuable lives were sacri- 
ficed, and the pecuniary loss was sufiicient 
to have paid for building a village ot con- 
tagious diseases hospitals. It is disheart- 
ening to think that tho electors will send to 
the Council men capable of talking such 
mischievous nonsense as that which Alder 
man Robertson uttered with regard to the 
contagious discaaos hospital. It showed 
that be is utterly nnteaohable and hope- 
lessly Incapable and ignorant. What haVe 
the citizens to expect of the City Council 
when men of Mr. RobortBon's calibre have 
the power to vote on questions of import- 
ance, and aro in a position to perpetuate 
abuses and to put a atop to improvement 
and reform, 



A PATRIOTW OANADIAN, 

Principal .Grant, of Queen's College, 

Kingston, is a Canadian whose loj alty ia 
both intonso and intelligent. He ia a firm 
believer in a Greater Britain than now ex- 
ists. Ho desires to see included in ono 
great oomnionwealth the Parent Islands and 
bU their colonies and dependencies. In one 
of'tho speedhea which he made in his late 
visit to Jlonitoba ho said : 

Ono of the first duties of Canadians is to 
make Canada a nation, and that ia possible 
through Ita beiug ono of tho fantily of 
nations that constitute the Hritiah Empire ; 
we want to have a full grown nation from 



top to bottom. That aim can be reached 
through Canada being ono of the constitu- 
ent parts of tho greatest empire on the face 
of the earth. He felt that as a Briton he 
should visit the mother Country and other 
self-i{OverDiDg parts of tho empire, Aubtra- 
lia, !New Zealand and South Africa. One 
of the many lessons learned in his tour was 
that the British flag floats over the strategic 
points of the world, and it is the flag of 
liberty and roligioua freedom. 

Thnro aro some who declare that Prin- 
cipal Grant's idea is an idle dream — un 
utterly impriicticable theory. Well, it ia a 
glorioua dream, and there ia no barm in 
ardently desiring that it may one day be 
realized. There is this, too, to be con- 
aidered : this dream, if it is a dream, does 
not Bcom BO wild to-ilay ua it would have 
appeared twenty or thirty years ago. A 
close union— tho olosest kind of union — of 
tho ditferont parts of the British Knlpire 
does not appear so imorobablo now as it 
would have appeared in 1867 and the 
years immediately aucceoding that date. 
Principal Grant ia doing good in fostering 
a wide and an elevating patriotism. Wo 
very much regret that he was not able to 
continue his journey to the Pacific Coast. 
There are many here who would have 
heard him gladly. 

TIIM HO US It; OF LORDS. 

The ordinary demagogue cannot resist 
the temptation to declaim against the 
British House of Lords. The idea of 
hereditary legislators appears to him ab- 
si'.rd, and he delitfhts to enlarge upon the 
failings and the weaknesses and the inca- 
pacity of aonio of the members of 
that body. But does it not seem singu- 
lar to liini that, in spite of its admitted 
defects, tho House of Lords has continued 
to maintain a high place in the esteem of 
the British nation! The British are 
a practical people, and if the Kouao of 
Lords is the usolesa thing wliich the dem- 
agogues have been for a very long time 
representing it to be, thoy surely must 
ere this have discovered its uselessness 
and have utterly destroyed it. But 
they have not done this and are not likely 
to do it. 

Tlio truth ia the Houao of fjorJs haa done 
good work for the British nation. It has 
deserved tho place it has held in the respect 
of the people. The idiots and the imbeciles 
and the "blaok;;uards" amonfi the peers as 
a rule take no part in the work of legisla- 
tion. There are now, and there always have 
been, men among the British nobility who 
possess uncommon ability, and who con- 
sidered it their duty to devote that ability 
to the service of their country. Besides, 
the peerage b being continually recruited 
by men from among the masses who have 
achieved eminence in different walks of life. 
Tho working lords, it is well known, do not 
in the least resemble tho men who form the 
staple of tho diatribes of the denouncers tf 
the aristocracy. Lord Carnarvon in the de- 
bate on the reform of the Hon^e of Lords, 
of which he was an advocate, concluded his 
speech with tho following passage ; 

In the age in which v.'c live, wlxm prac- 
tical utility ia almost accepted aa the only 
standard, the House of Lords ia a very re 
markablu inaiilution ; it ia unic|iie. For 
nearly a century tho cleareat thiukera have 
noticed tho cnrioua contrast of htreditary 
right to uit heie and tho practical work 
which has been achieved. Mr. Pitt even in 
hia day ventured to give a short life to the 
House of Lords. Lord Macaulay more than 
a generation afterwards repeated the same 
prediction. In tho opinion of those two 
eminent men this House aeemed doomed to 
a short existence ; it seemed to bo incom- 
patible and inconaiatent with the new idcaa 
that were springing up at the end of the 
laat and the beginninj; of this century ; and 
yet as a matter of faot this House exists, 
in honor and in public respect. And why? 
What ia it that haa enabled it to sustain it 
self so long? This Houao haa geniua, high 
learning, great honor, accomplished elo- 
quence and a great fund of administrative 
capacity, and it welcomes within its ranks 
emineuco of every kind; and the foundations 
of this House, I believe, have been laid 
deeper in the individual character of its 
membsra. Stainless conduct, high moral 
qualities, the desire of the good of others, 
wholly irrespective of party, have 
been the foundationa and the pillara of 
thia great institution. I entreat your lord 
ships not to allow any doubts, or acruplea 
or timid enunaela to mar tho unanimity of 
tho vote which I now aak you to give on this 
i| ueation. 

There are good sense, truth and eloquence 
in Lord Carnarvon's peroration. The 
British House of Lords still lives and the 
noble lord showed why it haa been allowed 
to exist. 

Has it over occurred to the denotincera of 
hereditary legialatora that it would be very 
dillioult indeed, perhaps impossible, to de- 
stroy the influence of the aristocracy in the 
British Halls of legislation. They do not 
wo presume propose to cut oS' the heads of 
tho aristocrats or strip them of their posses 
aions. If thoy succeeded in abolishing tho 
House of Lords aa ono of tho lOifatca of tho 
Realm they could not prevent tho people 
electing them to Parliament. This they 
would surely do, for the nobility of Great 
Britahi in spile of all thai has been said 
against them have a deep hold on the respect 
and airection of tho people. No ono who 
knows what atulf tho British aristocracy ia 
made of doubts for a moment that ita mem- 
bers would be able to hold their own in the 
legislature of the nation. Their patriotism, 
too, is of the healthy, stalwart kind. If the 
House of Lords were abolished and they 
wore deprived of their hereditary privileges 
aa legislators, it ia not to bo aupposed that 
thoy, either aa individuals or as a class, 
would sulkily retire into private lilo and 
take no part in the management of tho af- 
fairs of the nation. Would they not rather 
enter the arena of public life and make the 
most of their political rights and privileges? 

Tho demagogucB point to tho United 
Slatcp to ahow how a people can govern 
themselves without a privileged clasa 
WoU, what do we see there ? An Upper

mambers of a class are obstruottog legisla- 



tion in that Chamber, whioh is ardently 
desired by tho majority of the people. Tho 
prospect, not very long ago, was that they 
would bo successful in defeating the legisla- 
tion of tho people's representatives, and as 
it is thoy are doing what thoy can to 
lengthen out a crisis that is every day doing 
an immense amount of harm to the nation. 
Tho influence of tho plutocrats in the Uuiti d 
States has become very groat indeed, and it 
is used without scruple for purposes tho 
most selfish and ignoble. What ia going on 
in the United States is teaching men, capa- 
ble of thinking, a lesson. They are begin- 
ning to see that a plntooraoy can bo far 
more dnngerous to a nation than an aris- 
tocracy. For our part, when tho choice is 
between a plutocracy and an aristocracy, 
we choose, without a moment's hesitation, 
the aristooraoy.

Tlio Stroufyest Coliectiou of Accom- 
plislied Victoria Musicians Seen 
Together for Some Time. 

Possibly tho mualcul event of the seascn 
took place last evening on tho occasion of 
the concert given in the hall cf the First 
Pre.^byterian church. A packed audience 
does not expreaa it; there was not an inch of 
available apace that waa not utiliaed; nor 
has there for a long tinio auch u atrong array 
of talent been got together on a platform in 
Victoria. In point of merit the programme 
excelled, being a departure from the usual 
bill of fare provided. Part first opened with 
a prettily rendered chorus " Naaman "' by 
the choir, in which they were able to give 
an opportunity to display tho excellent 
training which proved so effective in 
tlie later portion of tho concert. 
Mr. Brown has turned toaplendid advantage 
the material at his coiiimand. Tho cantata 
" Song of the Bell ' was the only other num- 
ber on the Aral part, and waa ably rendered, 
both in tho soloa and chorus. It ia a trifle 
aad, perhaps religious, at limea, but with 
many aweet paaaagea that captivate the 
audience. Tho solos were taken by Mrs. 
McCandleas, soprano; Mr. Ruasell, tenor, 
and Mr. Colliater, baritone. Mrs. McCand- 
leas is a very pleoaant singer, oxpresaivo 
within her compass, and with a aweet musi- 
cal ring in her voice. Mr. Russell's tenor 
went well with her, and Mr. Colliater's bari- 
tone was acceptable. Mrs. L. Hall 
had a moat arduoua task in the 
accompaniment of this long piece, 
but she performed it so well and gracefully, 
and with such ability, as to elicit just as 
heiirty applause as was paid to the several 
soloists. Mr, Brown, the conductor, was 
seen all the time, and only heard once in a 
short duet, but iiis worth waa none the less 
appreciated. 

There was no tedious interval. Mr. W. 
Edgar Buck opened tho second part with 
ihe song, "Valley of Shadows," accom- 
panied by Miss Sharp, a humming accom- 
paniment by the choir and u violin obligate 
}y Mr. Wolff. The number is one 
of those solemn works, in which all 
tho exiiresaivencss of a good basso 
voice is fully brought out, 
and Mr. Buck proved equal to tho occasion. 
His voice ia full of rich muaical power, and 
waa succestfully uatd, tuking the audience 
by storm. He was loudly recalled, and re- 
sponded. Miss Sharp, the new principal of 
the Conservatory of Music, mads her first 
bow to a Victoria audience last evening, 
creating a very favorable impression. She 
selected that beautiful ballad, "Oh, Hush 
Thee, My Baby," and rendered it with a 
taste and fioiah that ahowed the accom- 
pliahed musician. Her voice is sweet, 
flexible and impressive, and is manaued 
with a graceful facility and olearnesa of ar- 
ticulation. The audience paid the new 
comer tho compliment of a well-deserved re- 
call, which was met with another lovely 
ballad of the ohivalrio age, if anything 
perhaps better rendered than tho first num- 
ber. A handsome bouquet waa the reward 
of this number. Mr. H. Kent was very ac- 
ceptable in ''Love's Sorrow," the rendering 
of which was liberally applauded, as was 
Mrs. Walt's recitation. 

It was like a current of electricity sent 
through the audience, the re appearance of 
Mr. Clement Rowlands before a Victoria 
audience. Hia presence eeenied to inspire 
music, and he was in splendid voice to bear 
out the promise given. Mr. Rowlanda sang 
"Queen of the Earth" with all hia old-time 
expression, power and finish, proving 
that in his temporary retirement 
from public life ho haa loal none 
of his ability. The audience seemed to be 
moved as he wished, and he moved them to 
the highest poaaible pitch of enthusiasm 
The great powerful baritone wua clear and 
ringing ua a bell, every note coming out 
with a distinctiveness of articulation alto- 
gether belonging to the singer. In a daett 
by Mr. Russell and Mr. Rowlands at the 
oloac of the programms, " Excelsior," the 
dignified, respeotable audience forgot tbcin- 
aulves and acted like ordinary human ijo 
inga in the noisy manifestation of their 
pleasure, 

Mr. Wolff was heard in a aeleclion for 
the vio'in, rendered with the taste and ei- 
prc-aion tor which thia promiaiug young 
ariial.ia known.

Tllli NAVAL COMMAND. 

ISomo (jucstlons Asked lit tlio Honso About 
the Suk« of Saxe-Cohoiirg. 

LoNDOH, Sapb, 12. — Several questions 
were asked in the House of Commons to-day 
in regard to the time spent by the Duke of 
Edinburgh, now the reigning Duke of Haxe- 
Cobourg, and Gotha, in the performance of 
the duties of his rooent oGBoe of naval com- 
mander-in-ohicf at Davenport. Regpnnding 
to the questioners, the Right Hon.SirU.Kay- 
Shuttleworth, Sooretary to tho Admiralty, 
declined to admit, us somo of tho ((ucstions 
impUoated, that the Duke, who was at tlie 
time an Admiral of the British 
navy, had been on leave ten out of 
the fourteen months ho had coniitiandeJ at 
Davenport. Ho declined to suy whether it 
would have been contrary to naval p'^aetico, 
if the Duke had been absent for ton montlis. 
lie concluded by declaring that tho Duke 
had been subject to the usual regulations 
embodied in the rules of tho Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty, It may ho 
well to state that tho Duko f f Edinburgh 
was promoted to be an admiral of tho llett, 
and his position ut Davenport waa given to 
Admiral Sir Algernon Lyons. A short time 
after tho Duko'a accession to tho throne of 
Saxo-Cobourg ho resigned from tho British 
navy, retaining only the honorary title of

VesselB Must Comply ^Villi All Provisions of 
the Law Itoforo Receiving 
TUelr Papers. 

Tho AVarrimoo case, wherein tho grant- 
ing of a clearance in advance, as a matter 
of convenience, ot tho lime of entry, en- 
abled the ehip to bo taken away from the 
port without complying with tho crmditions 
implied, has caused Collector Milne to issue 
an order more explicitly ciplnining the code 
governing entrie) and clearuncea, and stat- 
ing tbe pfan to be followed for tho future. 

Ships inwaW from soa, whether laden or 
in ballast, having completed entry and filed 
nianifcstB in duplicate at tbe oustoms, and 
all charges against them being paid, their 
iiiastera or pursers will be informed that 
cleurancoa will be handed to them by the 
ollicer in charge at the wharf or aDohorago, 
after the cargo has been landed and tallied 
and the vessel "jerked"— the latter being 
the revenue term for "searched." Tho ap- 
plication of this rule will tll'L-olually pre- 
vent occurrenceK hucIi lis that which liuBfjot 
the Australian liner into trouble. 

The captain and the purser ot the Warri- 
moo are to appear this morning before Col- 
Irctnr Milnn to explain the circum- 
stances of the recent violation of the cus- 
toina laws. Tho local ollicera of the cuatonis 
houBC liavnahown every tlisposition to make 
thinga plenHant for tho ocean-going vessels, 
and, with this one c.^;ception, nothing liiiH 
occurred to call for a more stringent appli- 
cation of the regulations. 

Another matter to which the customs 
oHiciala have given attention haa been the 
practice of boarding inward bound vensels 
at this port and there purchasing small 
articles, such as curios, cigars, birds, etc, 
and bringing them ashore without payment 
of duty. Hereafter no one will bo allowed 
to board these vessels without a permit, 
whioh may be obtained from tho custorr.s, 
either directly or through tho local agents, 
and all articles found exposed for sale on 
thipboard and not entered on the manifest 
will ho subject to seizure.

An Euthnsiastlc Meetiue to Discuss 
the Questiou of Cold Storage 
for Victoria; . 

llesolution Passed la. Favor of It^ 
ArrangementB Mafle to Meet 
Hon. Mr. Bo-^vell. 



Cold Btorot;e was disouBBcd at a largo 
and Bnthusiaatic meetinp hold yesterday 
aftornoou in tlio B.C. Bourdof Trado rooms. 
The meeting was colled by the CouQoil und 
the teault inust Imvo been very satisfBotory 
to thoBO interested. 

Mr.- H. AVorlooU, of Green, \A orlook 
& Co,, who was iiiiublo to bo prosont, sent 
his regrets in the following lottor :

UKAiitiiii — As I liavo arranged to leave 
homo for u few duya with my family, I re- 
gret I ahall bo unublo to bo present at your 
moetiug to-morrow afternoon. It seems to 
mo to be quite premnturo to make any ar- 
ranRcments for cold storugo so long as the 
C. P. B. authorities treat iia in the ubomin- 
nble manner they are doing. The iiuestion 
is, have we not shewn ourselves to bo a 
much too-long tuETering community ? And 
hna not the time arrived when we should 
place oursalvea io direct conununicatiou 
with tho Dominion Government giving cle- 
tttila' of our many causes of complaint 
against the Ciinadiau Paoifio Railway Coni- 
pany, und asking that pressure may be 
broufi|ht by tho Governmeut to insure a cer- 
tain amount of attention to thu require- 
BJonts of our port? If this courso sliould 
fftil to be productive of the desired result, 
theQ I would suggest that we carry our 
complaint to the Imperial Governmeut. It 
is not the tiuestion of the delivery of a few 
bunches of bananas, more or leas, but tho 
principle involved, and the patience of our 
trading community is well nigh exhausted 
Youra, very truly, • " 
(ad) ■ Fred. H. Woelock. 

Tho preaident, Mr. A. C. Flumeifolt, in 
calling the meeting to order, explained tliat 
when Mr. James Huddart, tho managing 
owner cf tho Canadlan-Auatralian line, was 
in Victoria, he told the Board of Trade that, 
before tho company would undertake to put 
cold storoge apparatus on the ships, it 
would be necessary that equal facilities for 
keeping perishable merchandise should be 
furnished at this end of the lino. The mat- 
ter had been before tho Council of t!iC Board 
Bovoral times, and it had been lioally de 
dded to call this meeting to see what sup- 
port would ho received from the business 
men in Victoria who would bo interested. 

At tho president's request tho secretary 
read the letter whicli had been received 
from Mr. J. B MoKilligan, as tho repre 
eentative of British oapitalista who hud 
some idea oi going into the bueineas. 

Mr. MoEilligan, who was present, stated 
that after the meetiDg of the Board, at 
which Mr. Eudd&rt wa» present, he bad 
addressed his principals in the old country 
asking leave to lay the proaent proposition 
before the Board. What they wanted to 
know was — is tho volameof trade aniSolent 
to warrant the buildinc; o! a cold Storage 
warehouse, and ('2) would the bnslneas men 
give it their support ! Once they had this 
information they would know what to do 

Z^lr, Thos. iiarle, M.P,, did not see how 
it would be possible to give directly the 
information desired, which could bo had 
from the Customs reports, while no doubt 
the trade would bo more or less experi 
mental. For instance, about 2,000 cases of 
fruit came in from .San Francisco every 
five days, and a great portion t f this would 
possibly be handled in thi.s way. Butter, 
cheeao and other dairy products were now 
handled without tho cold storage, but he 
thought if there were the necessary facili- 
ties here, most of this could be more advan- 
tageously handled through cold storage. 
What trade might bo worked up in Aus- 
tralian meats ho was not prepared to say. 
Ho he had tried importing some canned mut- 
ton, which cost eleven cents per pound laid 
down here, and could only just conapete 
V/lbh the American article. But, of course, 
there was a probability of working up a 
good trade with Australia in a great many 
prodvots. So far as the bonus or land 
grant which was hinted at was oonoorncd, 
he thought if o (guarantee was wanted 
sufhcient to enable tho monfay to be raised, 
on tho same guaranteo the whole matter 
could be handled at home. 

Mr. McKilligan wiuhed it understood that 
his principala wore not bonus hunting, as 
they had plenty of money to go on with the 
work, only if they liad to provide for future 
requiremimts they would want aunie induce- 
ments. 

Mr. L Ooodaero did not think cold stor- 
age would bcnelit tho butchers very much, 
except at certain aeaaona of the yeur, na 
mutton could be laid down here from tho 
American side just about as cheap us from 
Australia. 

Mr. C. v.. Kenouf recalled tlio fad, that 
when Jlr. Huddart was hero ho stated that 
liiutton could bo landed on the outer wharf 
at live cents per pound, which with duty 
added would bo eight cents, or a good deal 
cheaper than it was sold hero at present 

Mr. VV'm. VViltiOQ was sure the butcliera 
would find the cold storage of great assist- 
ance, 

Mr. MoKilligan explained what the cold 
storage adroeates were claiming, that it 
would not in any way ititecfere with the 
butohera but would assist them. 

Col. Prior, M. P., drew attention to the 
advantage it would ba to the butohera to 
he able to have prime cattle killed in tho 
Upper Country and kept here for an indo- 
fjiiito length ol time, ho that it would al- 
ways be available in lirst elass shupe. 

Tho President ci)mm''nted upon the fact 
that there were Utjl,(MIO dozen egijs im- 
ported into Liritiah Coluinbiii last year. 
Why ho wanted to know could not tluvso bo 
bought while they were cheap in the lOjat, 
brought bore and kept/ iu, cokl storage and 
sold when tho market demanded? He 
thought tlicro would be money iu thi-i, 

Mr. VVm. U'ilKon wanted tn know the 
probalsli; cost (if storage. 

Mr. Tbo.H. Karlc gave tho figures charged 
by the jNlontrcal Cold Storage &, Freezing 
(jon.pany, which were as follows : Butter, 
70 pound packages, cents per month ; 
cheese, G cents per box per mouth ; eggs, 
\ cent per doz per month ; lemons und 
oranges, cases, iJO cents per month ; pro 
visions^ tierces, 35 ocnta a month; barrels, 25 
eents^ and other obargos accordingly, 
Xbere was no question in his niind, ho said, 
that if the cold storage ayatoin were intro- 
duced here it would rovolutioniz j tho meat 
trade. Even canned goods could not bo 
kept hero all the year round, and frequently 
there were heavy losses due to merohanta 
having to sell at a saorlfico to get rid of 
gooda at once. . ' 

Hon. Col. Baker drow attention to the 
fuot that cold storage to bo a success should 
bo continuous, that is to say if goods were 
shipped from hero to another point it was 
necessary that there should ba cold storage 
all along the line. Th^re was a ntiovement 



now startmg to have cold storage all along 
tho line of t C.P.R., ao that cattle could 
be killed on the prairies and shipped by 
cold stor on rail and water to Liverpool, 
thus etr a groat saving which woulcl 

give renter profits to tho ranchers. 

^',.r. Siephcnson was aure the fish trado 
W'juld develop very quickly with Australia 
'if there was cold storage here. Ho thought 
something should be done, but at present 
ovary one seemed to be waiting for some 
ouo else to take hold. 

Mr. \A'm. Wilson thought private enter- 
prise should take the matter up. Better go 
into the'.businesB iBi ft'8mftll,i''Wft3r.} and . Work 
it up, than to go into it on a large scale and 
make a botch of it. 

Mr. 1), R. Ker did not see how the oold 
storage pUnt was going to coat $100,000 to 
§125,000, as had been suggested ,iu the. let- 
ter from Mr.;' MoKilligatti.' Figures ■,ho"had 
obtained from a first-class company in 
ChicagA, when hia 'was there, placed the cost 
at S'27,0(K) to $SS,00O, and the people he had 
talked to offered to. put the whole plant, in 
for this money. He was sure oold storaf^e 
wna a ceod thing, and the people of Victoria 
would "be fully alive to its advantages, 

Mr. MoKilligan — Tho cold storage plant 
I mentioned was to have a capacity of 75 
cars. The one you speak of would only 
liold about 10 cars. 

Mr. Earlc — 'Ihen, taking ten tona to a 
oar, you would need 750 tona of freight all 
tho yeur round to nuike it pay ? 

Col. Prior, M P., moved tliat the Presi- 
dent appoiuL a committee to make inquiries 
and report on the matter, 

Mr. Rsnouf pointed out that the cold 
storage would benefit and assist the farming 
coniuiutiity. 

The ([iiestiou was then put to the meet- 
ing, "Id it dosirablo that cold storage bo 
established in Victoria?" and the answer 
was an emphatic "Yes," without a dissent 
ing voice. 

Tho Prcsiddnt then appointed the follow- 
ing coiriniit tee, viz.: iMessrH. 1). .11 Ker, 
Simon Leisor, C. B. Renouf and J. B. Mc 
Killigan. The committee will gather in 
forinution on the subject for the use of the 
Board.

Mr. T. B. Hall moved, seconded by Mr, 
Joahua Davies, "That the following manu- 
facturers and others interested bo asked to 
meet Hon. Mackenzie Bowell on hia arrival 
hero to discuss trade matters, and that they 
be asked to come prepared with facts and 
figures so that Mr. Bowell may be given an 
intelligent understanding of the different 
articles in their respnctive lines. " The 
lines mentioned were boots and ahoes, lum- 
ber, and its mani'f lotures, leather, furni- 
ture, ready-mado clothing, fish, aoap-manu- 
facturcs, paper mill stock, oils, fish, fruit, 
canned, and natural products. 

Mr. Hall explained that tho idea of thia 
resolution was that the buainess men should 
come to tho meeting thoroughly prepared 
to discuss the question of trade with the 
sootbern colonics as to their respective 
branohes. Tho merchants and manutac 
tnrers must remember that Mr. Bowell was 
to.ba here to obtain information and not to 
give it, and they should not fail to take ad 
vantage of the opportunity to have their 
case well stated. 

Mr. Wm, Wilson said that, to his mind, 
it was a perfect farce to put on a line of 
steamers between Canada and Australia to 
try to encourage trade, while the tariffs of 
both oouotries were so high that they were 
practically prohibitive. Beheld that, when 
Mr. Bowell came, one of tho first things he 
ought to hear was an opinion that thi 
tanlFs were too high. 

Mr. Thomas I-'urle replied that if ilr. 
Wilson had any fault to find with the tariff 
ho should attend the meeting and discuss 
tho question with Mr. Bowell, who, he was 
aure, would he pleased to have any inform 
ution Mr, Wilson could give, and hear his 
ideas, » 

The resolui;ion was carried unanimously, 
and the meeting then adjourned. 



STOCKS IN NBW YORK. 

The Market Opens Irregular and Prices are 
"Weaker. 

New York, Sept. P2,— The stock mar 
ket to-day was^ tho main weaker. At the 
opening priees^vere irregular, owing to re 
ceipt of selling orders from London. The 
foreigners sold St. Paul und I^ouiaviilo and 
Nashville, on talk of reduced earnings. 
Soon after the opening, Anjerican sugar, 
whiskey and New England advanced .{(Wl^. 
per cent., and the general market improved 
in sympathy, Tho West bought distillers 
and Boston und Philadelphia purchased New 
Knglund. After midday pi ices began to 
drop and tho room traders at once started 
in to find weak spots. The covering of 
shorts recently has been pretty thorough, 
which is rttlectod by th« fulling oil in the 
demand on the loan department and 'tie 
decline at premiums exacted. The 
closing out of thia interest robs 
tho market of an important ele- 
ment of support. Professionals were 
quick to perceive this change, and in tho 
uiternoon, when the statomenta of the 
Louisville and Mashvillo and Misaouri 
I'acifio for the first week of September were 
reported, showing decreases ranging any- 
where from |2I,000 to 8172,(»0, the whole 
list was attacked. It was reserved for 
Manbatitan and Chicago Q^g, however, 
which are not in the least affected by the 
shrinkage iu earnings noted, to make the 
lari>eab decline. Manhattan fell t to l'_'i), 
and Chicago Gas to 'iSt:. The

frince ealitzin Talks of Tolstoi and 
His Work— Across Tibet, Known 
and Unknovrn, 



XjUStoms, Beiig:iou aud Uivili/atiou of 
a iStrauire Laud— Sibei'ia aud 
Its Prisons. 



Princo Calitzin, of Uuasia, after tlireo 
:yeara' wandering through tho* contiaent of 
Asia, has reached Aiherioa, by way of 
British Columbia. He is a genial, ap- 
prooohable mun — this Slavio noblemun — a 
soldier, a scholar, a diplomat, and a great 
traveller. Luckily, too, lio is willing to 
talk of the atrango Ihinga ho has seen, 
though his Eogliiih ia far from peifeot, aud 
he therefore speaks very slowly, ohoosiog 
his words with care. 

" Yk3, it ia right to call mo Prince," ho 
aaid to the Colonist correspondent, who so 
addressed him iuterrogutivoly, "although I 
have no connection with the present ruling 
family. Several centuries ago, before tlio 
Kingdom of Lithuania wua joined to PolunJ, 
and Poland was merged into Russia, Queen 
Gidemin reigned. Shu waa the founder of the 
dynasty of which the houaea of Gulitzin and 
Sangiuliho uie deacondunta. I am o repre- 
sentative of the former house and bear its 
name. I am also a soldier. As you ace, I 
have leal my arm," and the Prince glanuod 
at his empty sleeve, "in the aorvico of the 
Czar and of Russia. But enough of myself. 
You want me to tell you somethiDg that will 
interest the public 2 What greac readers 
your people of America are 1 

" I letc St. Petersburg on May 2, 1800, 
and during my travels through Russia met 
many great men. Tolstoi ? Yes, I know 
him quite intimately. What do 1 think of 
him 1 \\ ell, I believe him to be a very con- 
aoicntious man. Ho is thoroughly con- 
vinced of the truth of what he prcachaa. 
The young of Russia worship him; they call 
him prophet. To me, who am older, he 
seems a man of frenzy; what you would oall 
a fanatic, aithongh his fanaticism accom- 
plishes good I have no doubt. If Tolstoi 
thought bo could help on his cause one jot 
by any outlandiah proceeding, no matter 
how ridiculous, ho would at once do it. He 
carea for no one's opinion — not ho — and, 
strange to say, he is imbued with the idea 
that be is the tirat to champion the cause of 
the peasant, the first to preach against war, 
the tirst to conceive the plan of uniting 
great forces to relievo the misery of Rus- 
sia's million poor. All liis spleudid ideas 
ho asserts originated with him — no other 
brain could give them birth. In spite of 
tho great good and earnestness in him. 
Count Tolstoi ia a self-important, egotisti- 
(;al man. 

" ^Vhen Tolstoi waa writing 'Kreutzer 
Sonala' be was like one bereft of reason. 
I feared to approach him, but called upon 
him after he had finished his 'terrible' 
novel, and he waa then as gentle ua a child, 
sensible, talkative, and more agreeable than 
I had ever known him before. After all 
nothing serious can be said to his discredit, 
and he ia doing a great good in Ruasia. 

" Kow, to continue tho story of my 
travels. I crossed tho Kara Korum pasa in 
the Himalayas, October 0, 1890 — my natal 
day — and reached the valley of CHshmero on 
November 20. There I was cordially re- 
ceived by the Viceroy of India, whom upon 
a short acquaintance I found to be a man 
worthy of ail love and respect. Armed with 
passports from him, as well as from the 
Emperor of China, and with my own 
credentials as a member of tho Russian 
diplomatic service, I continued my journey 
through Central India, and started on my 
memorable ride into Tibet in the summer of 
1891. 

" I rode on horseback seven days across 
tho Linzitang plateau from south in a north- 
erly direction, starting from Chang-la Puaa 
and across the plateau— 18,500 feet high it 
is, and over the path I chose no European 
had over been before. Two Englishmen — 
Rair.aay and Curry — have gone eastward 
and wescward on the plateau by Pung aud 
No Passes, but none have crossed Linzitsng 
— only I, myself. 

"I had with me seven servants and thirty 
horses, and our journey waa marked by l)ut 
one unpleasant incident. Near a Tibetan 
camp wo bivouacked for the night and 
turned tho horses loose over what appeared 
to bo a delightful pasture. In tho morning 
twelve of our horses were dead. Tho graaa 
so beautiful to the eye waa notliing else 
than a poisonous wood, deadly to taste aud 
touch, aud sown by tho Tibetans on the 
ontakirtB of the village for military pur- 
poses. While in civilized and uncivilized 
Tibet I studied closely tho customs and 
habits of the people, and my purpose ia to 
lecture upon Central Asia before the geo- 
graphical societies of Toronto, Boston and 
New York. 

"The mysterious people that inhabit this 
strange world, though isolated from the rest 
of civilization, are the superiors socially and 
artistically of many nations living closely in 
touch with the great centres of modern edu- 
cation. Darjng the four monttts I was in 
civilized Tibet I was impressed particularly 
with the cleanliness of the people, both in 
dress and in habits. 

" Of course you have heard that the lot 
of married ludiea in this ancient land is u 
peculiarly fortunate one. One woman ia 
the common wife of several brothers and ia 
pormitt{'(l to have one lover, unmarried, as 
well. Beyond thh tho marital laws are 
never transgressed. 1 called upon fievi;ral 
married ladies in the largo towns. They 
were very reservod, but their pretty daugh- 
ters received me with every mark of cour- 
tesy, oll'ering mo delicious fruit and delicate 
perfumed II iwers. 

" And such dainty meals they set before 
me! Everything arranged with exquisite 
taste ! Then after iho repast they would 
sing tho BODga of their country — songs of 
love or of hunting in tho great moiintaina — 
strange, weird music, sung to tho uccum- 
paniment of atrantter instruments such aa 
nowhere else in the world are seen. The 
voices of the women wore pure and clear 
and rich, and oh! their aouga were aweot to 
listen to. 

"I was more particularly iniorcstod liow- 
ever in the religion of the people. Tibet in 
the civilized districts is-said to be tho seat 
of Buddhism proper; observing superiioiolly. 
it appeared to mo to be in a very low form, 
impregnated with childish superstitions. 
There were saored atones yon must always 
pass upon tho right aide— others that must 
be passed upon the loft aide— sacred articles 
that you must not under any consideration 
touch or handle— still others that you must 
both touch and handle— and bo ad infinituiii. 

"I visited many churches and lingorod 
for hours in tho ahadows of tho great 
monastery of Koiuia, whore I saw the 
' living ginl ' Buddha incarnate in tho per- 
son of Skoolhak, 'tho worahipped,' a lad of 
thirteen, with dark, solemn eyes and a pale, 
sad face. When Skoolhak goes tho way of 
all ilesh, tho spirit of tho ' living god ' in 
leaving his body will outer that of the lirat 
male cliild born on tho fortieth day after 
his donnse. If no child ia born on that day, 
tho high priest waits for certain astronom- 



ical manifostationa, and tho male infants 
born in tho light of particular stars pecu- 
liarly situated are subjoot to a eimplo test 
by| which tho child quickenod with tho 
spirit of tho ' living god,'ia revealed. Ho is 
taken to tho monastery of Keniia, numbers 
of ornaments are placed before him and 
around him, ono of tho ornaments formerly 
owned by thn ilccnimod inoumbent among 
them, ond should his chubby little tist light 
upon that particidar ornament, he is at 
once proclaimed the 'true and only god.' 
For twelve and a half years before the 
present Skoolhak received bis ' appoint- 
ment ' the high priests looked in vain for 
the 'inevitable manifestations' of the em- 
bodied spirit of Buddha iu thn person of 
the male child called Dalai or Grand Lama. 
The Dalai holds spiritual sway over Tibet, 
although tho country is civilly governed by 
China, 

"To return to the plateau or uncivilized 
Tibet. Thirty years ago two caravans at- 
tempted to cross by the route I took. They 
never returned. The bones of seventy 
horses and a hundred men are buried in the 
snows of Linzitang. The plateau is in- 
habited in places by a race whose appear- 
ance and habits brought to my mind the 
stories I had heard and the books I have 
read of the Jewish patriarchs of olden 
timea. 

"On my arrival at ono camp, four days 
on my journey, the people wore holding a 
religious festival, and I was just in time to 
see the 'spirit of evil' driven into the wiUler- 
nesa in the form of a wild goat. The goat 
had been previously captured by the priests, 
who had proceeded then to exorcise all the 
evil spirits poaseasod by the inhabitants, 
their parishioners, and making a sort of 
composite spirit of them, drove tho demon 
collectively into tho body of unfortunate 
C ipriconius, when the whole village turned 
out and wii h Btii:ka and stones Chased the 
goat into tlie wilderness. 

" The evil gone they were now all with- 
out sin and sat down to tho ' holy supper.' 
1 was one of their number, in native dress — 
no matter how I got there, I c.uiio to ob- 
serve. The faces of the guests were white, 
some of tliem ghastly with suppressed reli- 
gious emotion. All were silent aa the grave, 

" Suddenly i\ i)rieat sprang up and cut tho 
throat of tlie strugKlIng, helploas hiiiih lying 
bound upon tho table. Tho guests Sj)rang 
simultaneously to their feel, uttering a 
strange, sharp cry. They gathered the 
blood of llie slain lamb in vessels aud rush- 
ing from the dining apartment smeared tho 
door of every tent on their way through the 
camp with tlie still warm lifo-blood of the 
slaughtered animal — for tho Death Angel 
waa about to come into their midst, and if 
one tent among them uU did not bear the 
aymbol of Ufa upon it, there would tho 
dread messenger enter to summon u spirit 
."or reincarnatioc before it had had time to 
work out ita salvation. 

" I reached Siberia late in November, 
1892, visiting the prisons, minea and other 
pointa of interest." — 

" Is the treatment of political exiles in 
Siberia as bad as we in America are told it 
is, " was asked. 

The Prince nervously shrugged bis should- 
ora. "Oh no," he answered, "that is, 
relatively speaking. If American bred peo- 
plo were subjected to the troatment we give 
our Siberian prisoners it would be bad in- 
deed for them, . But Russians are different 
from Americans; all their conditions of life 
are esseolially dissimilar. The horrible 
stories that I hear have been published in 
aomo of your papers are greatly overdrawn. 
It is perhaps true that certain prisons are 
mismanaced. Nershinzk prison is most 
dreaded by political oirenders, still at Nor- 
shinzk an ex-highwayman made thia suit of 
clothea I wear and I paid him for them. Ho 
will be able to spend that money for tobacco 
and other luxuries. 

"How about chaining living men to 
corpses .' All rot — bosh — nonseu.so," ex- 
claimed the Prince, excitedly. "And aa 
for the ill-treatment of women, the prison 
of Saghaline for females is more like a home 
for the destitute. Women have been 
known to trespass for tho sole purpose (.f 
being sent to Suglialine for a term i f years, 
i left tho prisons with their drnarj associa- 
tions, continuing my journey from Tomsk, 
and arrived in Japan in Juno of the present 
year. Everywhere aloiig the coast pros- 
perity waa apparent, nor have I seen during 
all my travela a more promising country. 

" Tho railroad ? Oh, well, it is slow, but 
it will come, and I thirk In ten yeora one 
can travel from St. Petersburg to the coast 
by rail. Aa to my future movemenia — 1 go 
from hero to tho Sound cities, and on my 
way to England will atop at Detroit, Cin- 
cinnutti, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, New 
York, Washington, Buflfjlo, Toronto, Mon- 
treal, Qiiebeo and Boston — America's city of 
culture, 80 I read. There I will stay three 
months, putting my literary work in shape, 
and then continue my journey to Liverpool 
and Paris— thence home to Petersburg "

TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 



Much Uuainess Possible. BiiC Oi'g:aii- 
ized Effort Necessary for Its 
Development. 



Ck)rdial Welcome in Store for Domin- 
ion Ministers— Business Men's 
Conference 8ng-e:eated.

Appreciation of the poasibilities of trade 
between Cauitda and Australia grows with 
examination into tho subject, but at the 
same time one is forced to the conclusion 
that much hard work and considerable ex- 
pense will be necessary to secure its profit- 
able eatabliabment. A main barrier is the 
lack of information in each country aa to 
tho wants and capabilities of the other, and 
the utter iudiil'erenoe of the great majority, 
even of business men, to matters connected 
with people so far distant; but the absence 
of direct cable connection and the cost of 
electric communication by the present 
roundabout route is also a very serious diffi- 
culty. The materials for advantageous in- 
terchange are plentiful and easily available, 
the transportation facilities are convouient, 
direct and rapid, and the freight charges 
have been put at the most moderate figures. 
But as the business will necessarily be small 
in each line at first, and as its development 
will be rotorded by the impraotioability of 
Bending the small orders other than by mail 
— two months, and sometimes three, being 
required to lill them — it will not bo surpris- 
ing if the merchants on each side hesitate 
about making a beginning, eapociury in 
view cf tho depression in all branches of 
trade now prevailing in Australia. 

Tho value of advertising is well under- 
stood by tho trade in (Canada, and tho eug- 
gestiou of au cfleetivo and economical 
method of making Canad'' .n wares known 
in these colonies may perhaps be serviceable. 
This would be the.estahlishment of a dis- 
tinctively Canadian ollioe or worehouse, say 
in Sydney, where goods profitably export- 
able from tho Dominion could be put upon 
exhibition, and details as to prices, etc., 
supplied by those in charge, who should be 
widc-awttke business men, capable of push 
ing trade outside the ofiioe as well as of 
dealing with persons calling upon them. If 
a number of exporters associated for the 
establishment of suoh an agency, or per 
manent exhibit, the cost to each wottld-be 
comparatively amal),. and all oonneoted with 
theussociation would have the benefit of trad 
Ing through known men upon whose reports 
and representations they could rely. It 
might not be out of harmony with the Can 
adian government's policy of development 
of outside trade, to give some fina□ci^l as 
siatance to such an agency as suggested, 
This is a subject which ptrbups might en 
gigo tho attention of the proposed Canadian 
ministerial delegation should it come. 

\\ bother or not the ministerial visit is to 
bo made this year, or at all, nobody in tl 
colonies knows, aa nothing has been heard 
from Canada since the message of inijuiry us 
to the best time to make th<j visit. As little 
or no news relating to the Dominion is fur- 
nished in tho cable service to tho Australian 
press, there is no means of 
certttining the ministerial movements except 
through private advices. The impression 
got abroad that tho delegation were coming 
almost immediately after tho inquiry re- 
ferred to, and there has been soiho disap- 
pointment at their non-arrivol. When the 
Wurrimoo came in, about ten days ago, one 
of her passengers brought an unofiioial re 
port from Vancouver that Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell, Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
waa coming by her next trip, leaving 
Vancouver in September, but there has 
been no conlirmalion of this. 

,MELI!Oi;USK','j WELCO.ME WAITIKO. 

In tho course of an interview I had at 
Melbourne with Hon. J. IS. Patterson, pre- 
mier of the Colony of Victoria, he said he 
fully expected the Canadian ininiatera, and 
had already conferred with tlio (Jsvernor of 
Victoria with a view to securing for tlio 
visitara a cordial and fitting reception. He 
did not see that any immediate practical 
reaulta could be expected from tho confer 
ence between tho ministera of tho i;wo cnua 
tries, but it would help tho members of the 
Governments to become acfiuainted, and 
to establish a friendly feeling, and It was 
tho intention of himself and his 
colleagues to make the .occasion 
as pleasant as poeaible for the 
visitors. He was not sanguine as to any 
special trade arraneements, for though hi 
bad for some time been engaged in an en 
dcavor to secure reciprocal trade agree 
meots between the colonies of Australasiik 
that waa aa far aa he could hope to go 
Victoria, of course, had been long protec 
tlonist, but while adhering to a certain 
amount of protection they realized that 
th(^y cnuld go too far in I hat direction 
One prf j'jct ho had taken a deep intereat in 
might 1)0 advanced by Canadian cu-njier 
tion, and that waa tho Pacific cable, which 
he was glad to Iiear the visiting miniateiB 
would bo prepared to discuss. Tho agree 
ment lately entered into — rather thought 
Icasly, ho considered — by Queer aland and 
New South Wales relative to tho cable to 
Now Caledonia, waa apt to jeopardize the 
IntercatH of the larger project, as the French 
cniiipany looked upon this cable part of 
tho trans-Pacifio aoheine, whilst he felt that 
thia connection with Now Cale- 
donia was not desirable for 
Ihrougli cubic, Tho colony of Victoria did 
not want tho cable to Canada to pass 
through a French possession, and if all tho 
colonies were to contribute us expected he 
felt that it would bo indispensable to have 
from end to end of the cable no connection 
except in liritish territory. 

A HITCH AT UUISUANK, 

Queensland oacupies a ourious position 
with respect to the Canadian steamahip ser 
vic:e. That colony for mony years was a 
nicst persistent advocate of tho prpjeot, re- 
cognizing the special advantages derivable, 
Though (Jueenslund has been a liberal con- 
tributor to tho mail subsidies to tho lines 
running to Europe and to San Francisco, 
their vessels do not run to a Queenslancl 
pcftt, the connection being made by train or 
by coasting steamer. Tho Canadian ser- 
vici), however, was lo mako Moroton Bay, 
tho port of Brisbane, Queensland's capital, 
the last point of departure and first of call, 
Queensland acoordingly offered a subsidy 
of £10,000 per annum, when, in 
1891, the Canadian offer waa only £ld,000. 



Canada subscquently increased her offer to 
£25,000, and when tho aorvice was estab- 
lished it was looked upon aa a sure thing 
that Quoenalaad would make good tho olTcr 
so long hold out. in view of tho prevailing 
depression, however, the promoters only 
oakod £a,O0O. Much to the surprise of 
everybody, tho Premier, Sir Thomas Mc- 
Hwraith, announced, as already reported, 
that his governmenb has no present inten- 
tion of asking for any subsidy, and addod 
that when a aubaidy ia given it ahould bo 
conditional upon calling at Keppel Bay, aa 
well as Moroton Bay. To make tho call 
would so delay the atearoers thab ib is out of 
tho question. Ab a meeting of the Brisbane 
Chamber of Commerce, held ' recently, an 
address was delivered by Mr. J. G. Hnd- 
dart on behalf of the Canadian-Australian 
Steamship Co., pointing out tho spccia 
benefit Queensland would derive from 
the service, the delay and expense incident 
to calling at her chief port, and tho 
fact that if Queensland did not join 
in tho subsidy, tho Government of Noiv 
South Wales would make it a condition of 
paying theira that the steamers ahould sail 
directly from Sydney. Tho Chamber unani- 
mously passed a rcBoUition reqiieating the 
Preaident to namo a dejiutatiou lo wait upon 
tho (iovcrument and impreaa upon it tho lie- 
cesaity for immediate action. Tho Presi- 
dent, however, advised that in consequence 
of the financial enibarrasBmen la of tho Gov- 
ernment the deputation sliould not go until 
after tho close cf tho soaaion; and this vinB 
agreed to. It iawltogother likely, therefore, 
that tho call at Brisbane will bo diacoii- 
tinued, and it certainly will bo if the ar- 
rangement for a Bubuidy for calling utFiji 
bo completed, aa expected. Tho busiueas 
people of Queensland are much disappointed 
at this cloud upon their prospective increaie 
in export trade, and the Oovernment's pol- 
icy is described as one of very e.^cpensiv o 
economy. 

IIUHINKSS .men's CONKKIiENCE. 

Hon. W. Horatio Wilson, Poatinastcr- 
General of Queensland, in an interview 
I had with liim, said that personally ho 
greatly regretted that the alfair had taken 
ita present turn. H.id not the Government 
been forced by an inopportune question to 
mako an imniediato announcement on tho 
aubject it might have been better, aj the 
preaent irritation would have been avoided 
should it, later on, have been found posaiblo 
to make provision for the subsidy. The 
Government was still friendly to tho line, 
and would aesist it as soon as possible. He 
had noted with pleasure that the Dominion 
intended to send a delegation to diiouss 
trade subjects, but if they were not coming 
immediately he thought thab it would be 
well to have tho leading Chambers of Com- 
merce of tho two countries cosfer 
together first of all, to ascer- 
tain, aa only business men could, 
what their governments should do in ardor 
to make the trade as easy and as profitable 
as possible. Or the business might bo done 
at a conference of the ohambera, at which a 
member of each government should be pre- 
snnt to hear the views of the delegates, and 
give them tho benefit of hia own opinions 
and advice. Suoh a conference, held eithiT 
in Australia or in Canada, he felt wnuhl pro- 
duce gootV results. This year would not, ho 
considered, bo the best time for a minis- 
terial riait, aa matteis were so unsettled in 
all the colonies of Australia. Ho looked 
forward, however, to a rapid tranaition to 
prosperity, and he thought that tho excep- 
tionally severe ord;"il through which tho 
pjoplo had passed would tend to strongly 
impreaf upon them the neceesity 
of self reliance, and would lead 
them to unnertako new industries and 
to engage with now vigor in developing tho 
internal resources ot the country. Aa to 
the possibility of an arrangement for pre- 
ferential trade with Canada, bo did not 
think it waa great. Reciprocity belweea 
the several colonies had been frequently 
discussed, and several attempts had been 
made to secure the interchange of natural 
products, bub always resnlbed In failure 
Local exigencies bad brought bhia about; 
whether or not they would sink their local 
dilTerences in dealing with Canada remained 
to be seen. 

TliK CAIILE KOCTFH. 

The Pacific caljle ia a subject in which 
Hon. Mr. Wilson has taken a special iuter- 
est, and ho expressed the hnpo that in thia 
connection at least the propoHod viait would 
have immediato result, t^ueeuslund, hi 
S lid, had been tho most pereialent advocate 
of a second line of cable to Kugland, and 
that colony had refused to be a party to the 
recent agreement between the other colonics 
and tho Eastern Extension company bo- 
cau^e they felt that such an agreement 
Bixjod in the way of the other cable project. 
Hia government had lately entered into an 
arrangement with a French Company for (he 
laying of a cable from Bundaberg, in 
Queensland, to New Calodonio, which ia to 
bo put down within a few weeks frcii) the 
present, and this ho hoped would he the 
liist link in the chain to connect Queens- 
land with Vancouver. It should ba dis- 
tinctly understood, however, thut no ex- 
cluaive rights had been given to tho French 
company, and though recent; corrcspondenci^ 
from the Government of Victoria would lead 
to the contrary eonchision, it wuh still (juilo 
o])en to (,luCL'U8land to join in any other 
caldo ])ioject, with, a direct roulc ovur 
liritish territory, that might bo determined 
upon. He hud personally been a very earn- 
est advocate of the cable via Canada, and 
he hoped to see it laid err long.

Ciiioaoo, Sept. 12 —Train robbers stop- 
ped the Atlantic express train on the Lake 
Shore road at ICeasler, Ind., about midnight 
last night, shot the engineer, James Knapp, 
wounding him severely, then broke into tho 
exprcea car, blow open the United States 
Co's safo and took its contonta, consisting of 
four packages.
